White, prairie regional superinten- 
dent of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Commission, who arrived in 
Edmonton Wednesday from Winni- 
peg on a regular inspection tour. 

“With the ever-expanding Ed- 
monton oil fields and associated 
industries,” said the UIC official, 
“there will be no more unem- 
ployment than last year, 

“This is despite the fact,” 
added, “that several hundred more 
workers have flocked to the Ed- 
mouton region in the past year. 
And they will continue to come as 
long as the, pfesent rate of indus- 
trial expansion continues.” 

Unemployment figures released 
today by Mr, White supported his 
claim that the local job situation 
was “quite good” and “almost iden- 
tical” to last year. 


As of Dec, 30, 1948, total unem-| 
ployed numbered 2,766 as com-' 


pared to 2,750 for the same date 
in 1947. Approximately 23 per cent 
of the totals were females, 

Job vacancies for both years 
were slightly over 500, with two- 
thirds calling mainly for skilled 
male workers and the remainder 
largely for female domestic help.

And Bold 


Now is the time for Canadian 
leaders to be really big and bold. 
If they are too timid to go after 
some such trade, free migration, 
as suggested above, then Canada 
should at least deterinine to hold 
our British market by agreeing 
to eccept payment in British 
pounds sterling, provided that 
Britain will maintain purchases 
at wartime level, 

To accept British money would 
fause amajor change in cur 
economy. We would have to buy 
much more from Britain or 
through Britain than ever in the 
past, But for at least several 
years to come we could cushion 
the effect by using our surplus 
to redeem our own bonds held in 
Britain, and to buy Canadian and 
other securities there.

This is to draw your attention 
to a personality whom every 
democratic government should be 
intensively studying and cultivat- 
ing: Nehru of India. 

You know Jawaharlal Nehru as 
first citizen and prime minister of 
his vast country with its popula- 
tion of some three hundred mil- 
lions. That in itself places him 
among the outstanding leaders of 
our time. But destiny seems to 
have marked him for greater 
things. , 

As the signs read Nehru is 
likely to play a vital role in world 
affairs in the immediate critical 
years. For in his slim, expressive 
hands may lie the future of a 
teeming Asia which is just begin- 
Bing to realize its giant strength. 

Let's put it another way. Nehru 
bids fair to acquire leadership of 
an Asiatle bloc whose friendship 
the Western world must have for 
the sake of global peace and weil- 
being. The alternative ultimetely 
would be that nightmare of diplo- 
mats—an East-West conflict. 

Having been educated in Eng- 
land’s Harrow and Cambridge 
university, young Nebru returted 
to India and took up law. Short- 
ly. however, he became inter- 
ested in the struggle for inde- 
pendence and joined it whole- 
heartedly. It was at this time 
that he became disciple and 
devoted friend of the late Mo- 
handas Gandhi, who was the 
most powerful individual on the 
Indian sub-continent until an 
assassin’s bullet felled him a 
year ago. Nehru rose steadily 
and before long became head of 
the Nationalist party. 

India’s prime minister bears 

many marks of genius. Not only 
is she one of the grealest writers 


India has produced but he is a 
brilliant orator. 

Nehru not only is a Naticnalist 
and a Socialist, but he is an 
internationalist. It is in this latter 
category that he is emerging as 
one of the world leaders. He 
long has envisaged an Asiatic 
bloc, brought together for mutual 
advantage along peaceful lines. 

Of course, his whole political 
life has been a protest against 
imperialism. The other day he 
told the Indian National Con- 
gress party that India’s independ- 
ence means the end of all im- 
perialism and colonialism in the 
Orient. He declared ao European 
power has any rights to wage an 
ageressive war in Asia.

Main difference between Liberal 
platforms and those of other parties 
was that Liberals implemented 
their promises, he said. The minis- 
ter asked study of the Liberal plat- 
form of 1919 and said it would be 
seen most of the undertakings of 
the party at that time had been 
implemented, 

“A Liberal with a completed pro- 
gram becomes a conservative,” Mr.

T'll tell you why. 

It isn’t fair just to have Edmon- 
ton Tawesi members’ pictures in 
the paper, so here and now we 
appoint all out of town members 
official Edmonton Bulletin Tawasi 
Club Photographers, and we'll give 
you a few rules that all photo- 
gtaphers follow. OK? 

MAKE FACES LARGE 

The faces, in the picture, should 
Measure not less than one inch 
across, It should not be blurry or 
fuzzy so—. 

An ordinary box camera usually 
takes a picture at about 1/25 of a 
second and there is usually a slide 
at the front which gives you two 
degrees of light, the small one for 
use with a great deal of light and 


the larger one for dark days 
Take your camera apart, when 
there is no film in it of course, | 


and try cut all gadgets, There isn’t 
much you can do to hurt a box 
camera except punch a hole in it, 
they really are hard to beat, 

You have a piece of glass cover- 
ing the opening it’s called the 
lens. Keep the lens clean 

When you take a picture, brace 
your feet apart and hold the 
camera firmly against your body 
It's a good jdea to hold your breath 
when you take the picture and for 
goodness sake don’t laugh or move, 
One twenty-fifth of a second won't 
stop very much movement, so you 
and the person having their picture 
taken must stay fairly still. And it 
is movement which causes the 
blurry lines, 


BTAND UP CLOSE 

Get in close to your subject. 
Fences and telephones and so on 
aren't very interesting unless you 
wat a picture of a fence or a tele- 
phine. Sometimes you can get as 
close as three feet away with a 
box camera and get a good pic- 
ture but try it out first—four feet 
is a good average. 

Now you should get a good clear 
picture. If the face on the negative 
is still not an inch across send in 
the negative and we'll enlarge it, 
and then send the negative back.
